So when they get to the sea they seek 
to leave trouble as far behind them 
as possible by sailing.

come in without their names beiag 
manifested have been in America be- 
fore. They are part of the great army 
that went out from our ports when 
the world war gor under way. They 
have had their share of adventure and 
now with peace there again they find 
themselves without money and with
